BISHOP ADDRESSES SISTERS. 


ed at Hollywood, te Last 
Two Weeks. 


HOLLYWOOD, July %.—The Sisters’ 
Institute, College of the Immaculate 
Heart, was opened here today, about 
one hundred delegates: from Catholic 
schools being in attendance. Bishop 
Conaty and Sister Mary Loyola, princi- 
pal of St. James High School, Chicago, 
were the leading speakers at today’s 
sessions. The institute will con- 
tinued for two weeks.
